Today's visitors have been facing up against Marconi since the NSL began back in 1977. 7} 
histories of both clubs are strong, as each has represented Melbourne and Sydney longer bi 
any other clubs currently in the NSL =] 
South Melboume Hellas were formed in 1959 and a year later they won the Victorian first divi 
thus entering the Victorian State League. Two seasons later they won that championshi a 
_] repeated that feat in 1964, 1965, 1966, 1972, and 1976. ef 
Six titles in sixteen years and South Melbourne were in a strong position as they entered the newly formed NSL. 
However that first season tumed out to be a major disappointment as they won only seven of their games and 
finished fourth from bottom on 22 points. Marconi did the double over the side from Melboume that season, 1978 
saw a much more solid South Melbourne side finish third with ten more points than they had accumulated from the 
26 games played the season before. 1979 saw the club have a shocker. They managed one less win than in the 
1977 season but lost 17 (including a 6-0 thrashing at Marconi) and finished last, conceding more goals, 45, than any 
other side in the competition. 1980 saw South Melboume finally get a point off Marconi, in round 12 winning at hate 
3-1, in fact they got full points from the Fairfielders after winning at Marconi Stadium as well. At the end of the 
season they found themselves in third position, a place and point ahead of Marconi. 1981 saw the club finish runners 
up, although Sydney City finished well clear of the field. (That year they were bundled out of the cup in Round One 
by Heidelberg.) 1982 they were back to their inconsistent best as they finished in sixth spot with 14 losses, 9 draws, 
and 10 wins. 1983 saw them finish two places higher on 52 points, only three points off champions St George. 
Finally in 1984 the year came where South Melboume put everything together on the park. It was the firs 
time the NSL was split into two conferences so Marconi and Souths failed to match each other up on the field of play. 
South Melbourne finished five points clear in the South and won the finals series of that conference, defeating 
Heidelberg 4-2 in that Grand Final. They faced great Sydney rivals Sydney Olympic in the Grand Final of the NSL 
as awhole. They won the first leg at home 2-1 and matched that scoreline in the away leg to finally get their hands 
on the NSL trophy. That season their league record read played 28, won 18, drew 4, lost 6, 48 for, 20 against, 40 
Points, In 1985 they again finished clear in the Southern Division. However in the semis they lost to Brunswick 
(eventual national champions) and then drew 4-4 with Preston before losing 4-5 in a penalty shootout. Preston had 
also defeated them, 3-2, in the first round of the national cup that season. 1985 saw them finish seventh in the south 
and out of finals Contention (Croydon City upset them 2-1 in round two of the cup that season), 1987 saw the club 
ce ba their problems with the cup as they reached the final. However they failed at the final hurdle, losing 1-0 in 
ae aa Se Croatia. The league saw them finish sixth at the end of the season. 1988 saw a better season 
sil dies basen: third. Souths then lost to Sydney CSC (2-1) and Marconi (1-2) in the finals, Those two 
South: go on to play in the grand final with Marconi victorious. 1989 was another disappointing season for 
ths as they finished in eighth place. Having made the semi finals of the Cup the year before South Melbourne

The following season they finished in first place on the table. Then came a 1-0 loss to Marconi at home in the 
semis. In Sydney they were put to the sword as the club were defeated 7-0 by Marconi Souths were never going 
to recover and despite a goal from Francis Awaritefe they lost 1-3 to Adelaide City to bow out of the finals. Souths 
had conceded only 23 goals in 26 games went into the finals and conceded 11 in three 1994 saw another second 
place and another, as in 1992, loss to the Melbourne Knights and Adelaide City in the finals. 1995 saw a sixth place 
win, a flogging of Morwell in the first round of the semis but yet again a loss to the Melboume Knights 2-3 (with Mark 
Viduka gaining a hat-trick, while Con Boutsianis scored a brace of goal for Souths). 1996 and there was some 
success in the national cup competition. The side, having got past Marconi 3-2 in the quarterfinal stage, played 
Newcastle in the final and won 3-1. Their league form was poor though and for the first time in a long time the side 
missed the finals, finishing seventh. 1997 and the Lakers finished third and even managed to get past the Knights 
(7-1 on aggregate actually) and then Adelaide City (1-0) but managed to lose against Sydney United at Parramatta 
Stadium (a goal from Ante Milicic the difference). Then last season they finished top once more. Three defeats of 
Carlton (the only club they faced in the finals series) was enough to give South Melbourne another coveted 
championship. South Melboume are coached by one time Souths and Australian player Angie Postecoglou (coach 
of the year last season). Their side is full of great names but one that stands out is Paul Trimboli (player of the year 
last season). “Trimmers” as he is known, has the respect of all his fellow professionals in Australia. Other players 
are envious of the things he can do with the ball.” Young Michael Petkovic is a great goalkeeper, whilst the likes of 
Goran Lozanovski and Fausto De Amicis (last years Joe Marston Medal winner) are always dangerous. Of the

Its official. Soccer in Australia is not a sport, but a business that concems itself not with the spirit of the 
world sport, or its supporters, but with making short term, short sighted, foolish business decisions. The first 
such case was the signing over of television nghts to the NSL to Channel Seven for an amazingly long period 
of 10 years, for a piddling 20 or so million. The economic illiteracy of that aside, it failed to take into account 
the fine coverage that SBS had given the sport and the appalling coverage it is getting now. 

We have been sold out. 

Last weekend for example | saw a cracker of a game between Sydney United and Sydney Olympic, Five 
goals were scored and entertaining ones at that, however there is no analysis or replay that we can watch 
after the game. The SBS programs "On The Ball" and “Ericsson Cup" so fabulously and successfully did this. 
Up until this season that is. It is total madness and the question has to be asked also to Channel Seven: Why 
buy the rights, only to lease them back to the ABC? It is breathtakingly asinine on the parties involved, and 


infuriating for us, the fans.

Sunday's Sunday Telegraph 
carried a story in which the new 
head of Soccer Australia, Basil Scarsella said, in arguing for the inclusion of a New Zealand team in the NSL. 
"If we were to take the view of turning our backs on New Zealand, then why are we allowing their players to 
play for our National league clubs?" | couldn't help but check the article again in case | had misinterpreted 
the quote. Unfortunately | has grasped it correctly. If there are Italian players playing in England, and there 
are many, then surely with this ‘logic’ the Italian Football Federation should have a team In England. As 
should France, Germany and Spain, for they all have players playing in that league. Furthermore there 
should be English, French, German Spanish and even an Australian team in the Serie A, as there are players 


of those nationalities playing there.

seems no reason to change this. International fixtures are quite different from national ones and should not 
be mixed Apart from this, itis alleged it is good economics. Whether it is or not, it is not up to me to say. But 
undoubtedly what can be said is that they are feeble attempts at justification for a 
New Zealand team. 

Another point to consider is one | have raised before regarding whether or not 
this proposed team to have any sort of National symbol or any recognition that the 
team is indeed a New Zealand team. Taking into consideration past determinations 
from Soccer Australia, it would seem appropriate that the proposed New Zealand 
team should not have the national black and white colours, should not have any 
association with any New Zealand national symbol, should not use the Kiwi or be 
called the All Blacks etc... This is the humble opinion of a member of football's
